be says, “js a rectangular plaue, four 
hundred days’ journey eset and west, 
and half that distance north and south, 
It fg surrounded by mountains, of 
which the sky rests. The heavens come 
down to the earth on ail four aides, like 
the walla cf a rcom. All below tha 
firmament is the world. the story above 
is beaven, and below tbe earth ie bell 
Beyond ocean, bordering on the edge, 
is paradise. Here too, on a barren and 
thorpy coil, outside the walls of pars- 
dise, dwelt man from the fall to the 
deluge.

der of this article, and you will see clearly 
the full force and import of those words. 

All the phenomena in life which in- 
cludes all existence in all space, all worlds 
and eystems of worlds, are natural phe- 
nomena, because produced by natural 
law. Man may traveree space to its utter- 
most bounds, stopping by the wayside at 
any uf the planets and resting upon their 
loftiest mountain peake; he may dive to 
ocean's lowest depths, or soar to Ilimala- 
ya's highest summit; may gaze on the tiny 
infusorian of the sea, or the gigantic 
mammoth of Siberia's icy marshes, and 
he is still within the bounds of nature. 
Suns revolve on their axis, and in their 
mighty orbits, with their attendant plan- 
ets, in accordance with absolute laws of 
nature. They may not be comprehended 
in their fullnesy by man, but it exists. 

The five laws of Keppler existed betore 
Keppler was born, and would have existed 
had he never been born; bul the hour and 
the man for their announcement had 
come, and hence the scientific world of his 
day was startled by his annuntiation of 
his discovery, Sə with Newton; so with 
Leibnitz; and the philosophy of Leibnitz 
to-day is undermining slowly but surely 
the vagaries of the supernaturalists. These 
phenomena called spiritual occur within 
the realms of nature, and hence must be 
normal manifestations of natural laws. If 
they are spiritual phenomena, with intelli- 
gence back of them, they must be of hu- 
man agency. They are not superhuman 
in any degree of comparison in the agency 
through which nature’s forces manifest 
themselves. “There,” cries a skeptic or 
fraud hunter, “I knew it was only human 
beings that produced those phenomena!” 

Well, who ever claimed any other 
source for them, at least among Spiritual- 
ists? Have not the advocates of the spir- 
itual origin of these phenomena always 
said they were produced by epirits, and 
what are spirits but human beings freed 
from the chains of the material body; 
souls with their enwrapment of spiritual 
substance instead of material substance? 

But we are obliged by these hyper- 
critics to go a step further. Granted that 
there are spirits, how do they produce 
these phenomena? What are the means 
by which they operate on the forces in 
nature and produce some phenomena

Well, the spirit operators use this force | 
in much the same way. Your humans 
embodied form the inner coil of coarse 
wire, Your disembodied humans form 
the outer coil of fine wire, and your table, 
piano, medium or other body to be lifted 
from the iron core suspended by the power 
of this substance generated by human 
battery. And just as there are single 
cell or double cell batteries, liquid or dry, 
chemical or gravity batteries Ruhmkorf 
coils, rheostats and dynamos of varying 
powers and intensities, and motive force, 
so there are various grades of these hu- 
man batteries, and as we would not expect 
a Leclanche single cell battery to do the 
work of a Ruhmkorf coil or.a Brush dy- 
namo, sọ we must not expect our medium, 
who is the battery for rapping, to produce 
slate writing or materfalization, Each 
and every one has his or her own place, 
and can fill that and no other. 

We think that the analytical reasoner 
can apply and carry out these deductions 
to the other phenomena in a like manner, 
and so see what we meant when we said 
the phenomena were neither supernatural 
nor superhuman, but purely human, as it 
requires human intelligence to co-ordinate 
these various forces in the indicated chan- 
nels. Having trespassed upon enough 
space for this time, we leave you, hoping 
to present to youin another article our 
conclusions as to the nature and produc- 
tion of the trance and materialization and 
their attendant phenomena.

but when condensed it becomes water 
again, and is again visible. No, Mrs. 
Bundy, we have plenty of invisible mat- 


atoms, the ultimate of all evolution; yet 
they deny the existence of a spirit, or of a 
spiritual existence or force in nature, be- 
cause they have not been able to discover 
it by material agents, the material senses. 
With cqual propriety we might retort: 
“The atom is simply a figment of a dis- 
eneed imagination, ar, overworked brain; 
a stalking horse for big words and learned 
nothings, by which alleged scientists are 
enabled to humbug the people en masse.” 

How do we know that human spirits 
have any existence? By the evidence of 
the senses, both physical and spiritual, 
and by the intelligence conveyed through 
the media of the physical and mental 
phenomena. There is only one animal 
in all the universe of nature's evolution 
upon the earth that has intelligence suffi- 
cient to express words and sounds by 
written Janguage, either in pictured or 
lettered characters, or by telegraphic sym- 
bols or sounds. 

And when the raps, tips, or other phe- 
nomena communicate intelligently words, 
names, dates, etc, beyond the knowledge 
of the human beings in the form who are 
acting asthe mediums for the tranemis- 


chemistry, or she would know that a glass 
may be filled to the brim with water, after 
which various other substance may be 
added without running the glass over or 
apparently adding to the bulk; thus show- 
ing conclusively that two substances, and 
not only two but several can seemingly 
fill the same space at the same time. A 
man does not immediately become lese, 
either in bulk or in weight when the life 
or spirit departs, 

The same writer asks: ‘What are 
thoughts.” Thoughts are things; subli- 
mated matter.

Mind is soul—the spark of Deity which 
The whole universe consists 
of but two substances; i. e., mind and 
matter; the creator and the created. The 
Infinite Mind creates only good thoughts. 
Finite minds sometimes create evil ones 
It is our province and duty to aspire to 
good thoughts, which materializ: into 
good acts; and the more we aspire to 
wards the good, the more wilt our minds 
become like the Infinite mind or Deity. 

Miss Paine says in her last sentence: 
“When we can rid ourselves of the old er- 
roneous, orthodox idea of two substancer, 
mind, (spirit) and matter and can realize 
that it is one substance, and that substance 
spirit, in which all things live, move and 
have their being, it seems to me the prob: 
Jem will be solved.” In the above sen- 
tence the writer makes the mistake of 
saying “mind, (epirit)"” instead of mind 
(soul.) Mind is net spirit. Spirit ie 
simply the mind or soul's garment, as Mra. 
Lynch saye. 

The Bible tells us that in God we live, 
move and have our being, and when the 
same authority tells us that God is a spirit 
it means essentially the same a» if I were 
to say that Bismarck is a man; the words 
Bismarck and God being simply the nouns 
which stand for the individual soul or 
mind, Incased in either a physical or spir- 
itual body. 

Of course the ancients were mistaken in 


we possess. 


God, There were clairvoyants in those 
days as there are now, and when they saw" 
or heard a spirit, that is, a soul (mind) in: 
cased in a spiritual body, taken as a whole, 
they very naturally supposed that they 
saw God and heard him speak. 

Spiritualists should have a dictionary, 
and until we do have some authority of 
that kind confusion will reign supreme. 

I think there is not so much difference 
of opinion among Spiritualists concerning 
this matter as there is a confusion of 
terms. It seems almost an impossibility 
for Spiritualists to divest their minds of 
the old orthodox idea that soul and spirit 
are the same, whereas soul and mind are 
the same, the spirit being only the habili 
ment of the soul, or “thinker” as Brick 
Pomerov calle it. 

A well informed orthodox said to me: 
t Soul and mind cannot be the same, for a 
man may lose bis mind and not his soul.” 
But the truth is the human brain is only 
the instrument through which the soul 
manifests, and when one is ‘‘crazy" it is 
the instrument and not the soul that is go- 
ing wrong. 

A Beethoven may entrance you with 
sweet music, if he has a pertect instrument, 
but place him at an instrument that is all 
out of tune, and he will make discord; yet 
it is not Beethoven who has gone crazy, it 
is only the instrument out of tune, 

We, as human beings, are minds en- 
cased in flzsh; our physical brains and 
bodies are only the instruments through 
which we minds manifest. If our brain 
and body are perfect we will be consid- 
ered a great person on account of these 
perfections, But if our brain is imperfect, 
with the animal portion predominating 
over the moral and intellectual, and our 
face and body distorted and misshapen, we 
seem repulsive—an object to be shunned. 
These imperfections may be prenatal, and 
in nowise our fault, yet almost as soon as 
we are born, people who are better favored 
than we begin to taunt us and make fun of 
us, and in that way we begin to develop 
the worst part of our nature, while the 
better is held in cneck. Thus the mind is 
led into wrong channels, the soul nature 
perverted, and the whole man becomes 
saturated with evil. 

Now all this time the spirit body or 
spirit is being cast or moulded, just as is 
the physical It grows with the growth of 
the physical, and changes with its every 
change, 60 it wili be ready at all times to 
fulfill its mission, if occasion should re- 
quire; namely, to represent the physical, 
(if the physical should suddenly be de 
stroyed,) and step out of it, bearing the 
thinking, sentient soul-mind away to greet 
those of its friends who have gone before. 
who would not be able to recognize it 
without this spiritual body, as the soul 
(mind) is alike invisible to incarnate and 
decarnate human beings. 

My definition of these little understood, 
but much used and abused terms would be: 

Soul—mind, the immortal, uncreated, 


indesiructible part of man, being a part of 


the preat creative and propelling force that 
made and runs the universe; the same that 
Christians call God. 

Spirit—an essence that permeates the 
physical body of men and animals, coming 
to the surface at every point, growing and 
changing with the physical at all times, 
commonly called sensation, It is given 
for the purpose of wa-ning its possessor 
against danger to the physical body, and 
lo represent that body when it is thrown 
off at what is called death. It is supposed 
to be sublimated or attenuated matter, and 
this the real body the individualized mind 
or soul occupies and will occupy to all 
eternity.

Mr. J.Clegg Wright on the evening of the 
Aist of May addressed the membera of the 
New York Puychical Soclety (Mr. J.F.sulpea, 
President: on the subject of “Mind phenom- 
ena, in relation fo physical organization.” 
Tutroducing the theme of dlacourse, be sald 
the tendenoy of the times is Lo disbelleve in 
all forme of oreedal religion, and the best 
minds are merching toward freedom fiom 
all auperatitions coutribullons of the puat 
ages, and yet those tnlods God it diMicultto 
get rid of the erro:s of the erroneous past, 
Experience will continue to approve that 
which Is true in the past. All mental atadies 
oarry us back to the remoteat period of time, 
aod when man begin tu examine the aur- 
rounding circumstances of nature be com- 
menced the study of bimavif and bulit up 
very Inaccurate aystems af thought. Plato, 
one of the greatest thlnkera of antiquity, 
stood in relation to his puat errors as we 
stand in relation to ours, and he found as 
mach difficulty as we do to rid himaelf from 
past errors; so that he held that man had 
seven souls to explain the phenomena of in- 
telligent Iifein man, The tendency of tearu- 

ng aud Investigation of nature bas been to 
deatroy one soul after anotter, until, ju 
these laler days, the question bas arisen: 
“Has mun s soul at ali?” Psychical science 
concerns itself with man as expressed iu the 
orgunizalion. 

The speaker, then, in an unusually cun- 
olse nud lucid manner, exptalned the diifer- 
ent elementary forces which conslitute and 
govern Man. Some vf the points of interest 
made by bhim arı:
